Council leader Mike Bird 
today said: “These illegal 
encampments are not wel¬ 
come in Walsall. 

Mess 

“All they do is leave mess 
and disruption behind and 
are a drain on taxpayers.” 

Walsall Council was 
forced to obtain a court 
order to move on travellers 
from Broadway West play¬ 
ing fields just last week. 

The playing fields were 
already undergoing a 
£400,000 revamp to allow 
sports to be held there again. 

Council chiefs said the site 
has now been cleaned up and 
there had been no substan¬ 
tial damage to the newly- 
seeded areas. 

It is believed the travellers 
on the fields had originally 
been on a nearby retail park. 

Mohammed Rafiq, chair¬ 
man of the Palfrey and Cald- 
more Neighbourhood 
Watch, said there had been a 
lot of dumped waste at the 
retail park. 

Sex attack 
in Bloxwich 

DETECTIVES are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses after a 
woman was sexually 
assaulted in Bloxwich. 

The 50-year-old victim 
noticed a man urinating 
near bins in Leamore Lane 
and was then grabbed from 
behind as she walked past. 

The man was white, in his 
mid-30s, 6ft tall with dark 
hair, shaved at the back. He 
had stubble and blue eyes. 

Detective Inspector Annie 
O’Grady said: “This was a 
nasty incident.” 

The attack happened at 
around 2am on June 1 but 
the traumatised victim only 
reported the assault to 
police last week. 


BUS LANE BLITZ 
NOW UNDER WAY

A CRACKDOWN to target motorists who illegally use bus 
lanes to queue jump in Walsall was launched this week. 

A special car with a mobile camera to capture drivers who break the law has 
now started monitoring routes - almost a year later than expected. 

Walsall Council is leading the hard-hitting approach which will stop cars clogging up 
lanes which are designated for public transport. 

The council had originally hoped to have it up and running last autumn but there had 
been technical hitches with the equipment which led to the hold-up. 

The authority agreed a new policy where those caught by the camera will be given a £60 
fine, which will be halved if paid within 14 days. Those who fail to pay within 56 days will

Neighbour 
starved dog 

A DOG starved to death after it was barely 
fed for a fortnight while being cared for by its 
owner’s neighbour in Walsall, a court heard. 

Dean Fellows had been asked to look after 
the Jack Russell cross in Leamore. The 22- 
year-old had looked after the pet belonging 
to Margaret Doherty on previous occasions, 
feeding and walking the animal. 

But between December 27 and January 11 
this year the three-year-old dog was left to 
deteriorate to an emaciated state, Walsall 
Magistrates Court was told. Fellows pleaded 
guilty to causing unnecessary suffering to 
the female dog named Ruby over a fortnight. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting for the 
RSPCA, said that Fellows, of Dorsett Place, 
was seen placing the body of the animal into 
a plastic barrel. 

Over a number of years he had been asked 
by Mrs Doherty to look after her pet when 
she went away. She had provided food and 
then Fellows had supplemented this. 

On December 27 Mrs Doherty was called 
to Manchester after a relative became ill and 
Fellows was again asked to help. When ques¬ 
tioned, he said food had not been provided. 
He bought two tins of dog food but no more. 

The hearing was told the pet was left in a 
downstairs toilet, in the dark with no heat¬ 
ing. Mr Sutton said: “Effectively the animal 
was starved to death. The animal was found 
in a profound state of emaciation.” 

Mr Nigel Ford, defending, said his client 
had made full and frank admissions. Magis¬ 
trates adjourned the case until July 23 for 
the preparation of a pre-sentence report, 
which has not ruled out custody. 


Warning notices 
will be issued in the short term rather than 
fines. 

Steve Pretty, head of engineering and 
transportation at Walsall Council, said: “It 
is important that buses are not unnecessar¬ 
ily delayed by vehicles illegally driving in 
bus lanes as many of our residents rely upon 
an efficient and punctual bus service. 

“Motorists are reminded to look out for 
the roadside signage and carriageway 
markings that clearly indicate the nature of 
the bus lane restrictions. 

Reliability 

“By doing so, they will have nothing to 
fear from the mobile enforcement vehicle 
but will make a big difference to the journey 
time reliability for those reliant on the use 
of public transport.” 

The council said the moves come after 
regular requests from bus operators for 
action. 

It is estimated that the camera will gen¬ 
erate about £15,000 a year, with the council 
saying that money will be ploughed back 
into the initiative. 

Bus lanes are in operation on sections of 
some of the borough’s busiest routes includ¬ 
ing Wolverhampton Road and Hatherton 
Road. 

Transport officers have previously said 
they will also look at the option of removing 
one of the bus lanes at the Arboretum junc¬ 
tion if they can successfully enforce the 
restriction elsewhere in the town.

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Suspended sentence for machete blow in defence 


A MAN struck another with 
machete after being set upon out¬ 
side a pub in Walsall, a court heard. 

Tanvir Poselay left a 10-inch 
wound on his attacker’s forehead 
after being pushed to the ground 
outside the Belle Vue Pub in Moat 
Road when assaulted by three men. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Poselay, of Stroud 
Avenue, Walsall, had used excessive 
self-defence. He produced a 13-inch 
machete and struck his attacker on 


the head, which left a two-inch scar. 

Poselay was handed a 15-month 
sentence - suspended for two years 
- and told to carry out 200 hours on 
unpaid work. 

Unprovoked 

Prosecutor Samantha Forsyth 
said 24-year-old Poselay had been 
subjected to an unprovoked attack 
on March 29 last year. 

She described how Poselay was 
pushed to the ground and when he 


tried to get up was headbutted. “He 
produced the machete, which was 13 
inches long, in order to bring the 
attack to an end,” she said. “He lost 
his cool and went too far. 

“When he was interviewed he lied 
about the machete and said he 
hadn’t got it. He accepts the use of 
the weapon went beyond reasonable 
self defence.” 

Poselay admitted wounding and 
possession of an offensive weapon. 

Oliver Woolhouse, defending, 


asked for leniency as Poselay had a 
young family. He added: “There was 
a lack of premeditation in the 
assault and also a considerable 
degree of provocation. He had been 
set upon by a group of three against 
one. This was a single blow in 
response to a vicious attack. ” 
Poselay was also given a 12-month 
supervision order. Judge Helen 
Hughes said: “I accept you feel 
exceedingly remorseful. There was 
no premeditation on your behalf.” 


Special care team set 
up for elderly patients 


A DEDICATED care team to treat elderly 
patients is to be set up at Walsall’s Manor 
Hospital, creating up to 40 new jobs. 

The new roles will help reduce Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust’s reliance on agency nurses. Bosses said it would 
improve the quality of care for older and frail patients and 
reduce the number of falls, which has prompted concerns. 

Director of Nursing Sue 
Hartley said the recruits 
would be ‘multi-skilled’ and 
able to work across the hos¬ 
pital. They will also support 
two wards which have been 
created with 64 new beds. 

She said they will help to 
reduce the number of falls, 
after a three month period 
in which three patients died 
after falling at the hospital. 

Passionate 

She said: “We are finding 
an increasing amount of eld¬ 
erly patients need someone 
with them at all times, and 
this is part of our response. 

“We still need to finalise 
these new roles but they will 
be multi-skilled clinical staff 
who will not necessarily be 
assigned to one ward, but 
will be able to support eld¬ 
erly and frail patients across 
the hospital. They will have 
a broad skill set. 

“We are really passionate 
about nursing and looking at 
new ways to improve our 
care. We pride ourselves on 
providing care around the 
patient. We want to give a 
complete service not a frag¬ 
mented one.” 

A letter was sent to clini¬ 
cal staff at the Moat Road 
hospital to ‘reiterate the 
importance of falls preven¬ 
tion’ and bosses said there 
had been significant 
improvements. 

The new Ward 12 and 
Ward 14 have been open for 
a few months but staffed 
with temporary workers. 
Trust board members have 
now agreed to make the 
wards permanent and to 
take on permanent staff. It

Operation Scarlet has 
been running in Walsall 
since May 2012 and 94 sex 
workers have been arrested 
and 93 cautions issued. 

Pc Stacey Paterson, from 
Walsall police, said: “We 
understand that prostitu¬ 
tion affects communities 
and we will continue to 
clamp down on people who 
come into Walsall to use sex 
workers.”

Call for no 
evictions 
due to tax 

CALLS have been made for 
housing associations in Wal¬ 
sall not to evict residents for 
falling into arrears because 
of the bedroom tax. 

A notice of motion will go 
before Walsall Council on 
Monday calling for support 
for the move. 

The controversial bed¬ 
room tax, which sees ten¬ 
ants have their housing 
benefit cut if they have one 
or more spare bedrooms, has 
seen thousands fall into rent 
arrears across the region. 

Councillor Pete Smith, 
Democratic Labour Party 
representative for Blakenall, 
put forward the notice of 
motion. It states: “This 
council now calls upon Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group (WHG) 
and other social landlords of 
properties in the borough of 
Walsall to give assurances 
that they will take no evic¬ 
tion action against any of 
their tenants, solely as a 
result of arrears resulting 
from the imposition and 
impact of the bedroom tax.” 

Message 

Councillor Smith helped 
set up a Walsall group 
against the bedroom tax. 

“I am hoping that all 60 
Walsall borough councillors 
will support this notice of 
motion so that we can give a 
clear message to the social 
landlords. It would be partic¬ 
ularly unwelcomed if any 
social landlord operating in 
the borough took eviction 
against any of their tenants 
solely due to bedroom tax 
arrears.” 

Under the Government 
changes, which came into 
force in April, tenants with 
one spare bedroom see a 14 
per cent cut in their housing 
benefit. Those with two or 
more spare rooms see a 
reduction of 25 per cent. 

Rob Gilham, director of 
housing services at Walsall 
Housing Group, said: “Since 
the Government announced 
its changes to welfare pay¬ 
ments we’ve been working 
hard to support affected res¬ 
idents to ensure they are 
aware of and utilise assis¬ 
tance available to them. 

“If people do repeatedly 
fail to pay their rent and 
don’t make use of the sup¬ 
port services available to 
them then our final resort 
will be eviction.”

Concerns over traffic diverted by bridge work

A BUSY road will be closed for three 
months as a rail bridge is rebuilt for the 
electrification of the main Walsall to Ruge- 
ley rail line. 

The bridge on Broad Lane, Bloxwich, 
needs to be raised as part of the £30 million 
plans to speed up the line and improve sig¬ 
nals and platforms 

A road closure and diversions for 12 
weeks are being planned in November, lead¬ 
ing to fears there will be extra traffic forced 
Onto residential roads. 

The route is used by motorists travelling 
between Bloxwich and Essington and from 
traffic coming off the M6. 


Bloxwich councillors Fred Westley and 
Patti Lane have raised concerns about extra 
congestion and drivers being forced onto 
housing estates. They fear traffic will be 
diverted along Turnberry Road and Cress- 
well Crescent when access to the bridge is 
shut off. 

Work is expected to start in mid-Novem¬ 
ber, subject to all funding for the project 
being confirmed by the Department for 
Transport. 

Businesses fear takings will be hit. Sunny 
Gill, owner of H&S Food Store on Broad 
Lane, said: “It will definitely impact on our 
trade, the Christmas business was some¬ 


thing I was relying on quite heavily. This is 
my bread and butter, it is the wrong time of 
the year.” 

Councillor Westley said: “I don’t think 
they realise what a bottleneck it is going to 
create. When there is an accident or a prob¬ 
lem on the M6 traffic comes off and then 
along Broad Lane. It is a really, really busy 
route.” 

Moves to increase speed on the Chase line 
between Rugeley and Birmingham from 
50mph to 70mph were initially expected to 
come into force next spring but it emerged 
it is now due to be required by 2017. 

Network Rail spokesman Ben Herbert 


said: “We need to rebuild the bridge at 
Broad Lane as part of our plans to electrify 
the Cannock Line between Walsall and 
Rugeley Trent Valley which will provide a 
better, cleaner and faster service for passen¬ 
gers. 

We have been working with local author¬ 
ities and councillors to discuss the work and 
agree a road closure and diversionary routes 
around Broad Lane bridge, which is 
expected to close for 12 weeks from mid 
November. 

“As soon as details are confirmed, we will 
be working to notify local residents and 
businesses about the closure.” 



Massive M6 sign in bid to 
remain despite accidents 


MORE than 90 accidents have happened on 
a stretch of the M6 in Walsall since a giant 
advertising hoarding was installed. 

But the sign based in the grounds of the Banks’s Stadium 
in Walsall, which was converted to digital images this 
spring, is poised to remain for the next five years - depend¬ 
ing on what planners decide today (Thursday). 

Consultants say there is no evidence linking the sign, 
which looms over the motorway, to a rise in accidents as it 
was revealed that LED signs H . u . 

are now earmarked to get B by Craig Hughes 
retrospective permission. 


However, the Highways 
Agency and residents have 
raised concerns. 

The digital sign replaced 
the existing massive hoard¬ 
ing erected five years ago. It 
marks a £2 million invest¬ 
ment. 

There are a series of other 
illuminated posters and 
light boxes in the area. 

Last month, five people 
including a baby were 
injured after a car hit the 
central reservation of the 
M6 between junction nine 
for Wednesbury and 10 for 
Walsall. 

Pile-up 

There was also a four 
vehicle pile-up which closed 
the M6 near Wednesbury in 
June 2011 after a HG^ a 
van and two cars collided 
between junction nine for 
Wednesbury and 10 at Wal¬ 
sall. Fire crews from West 
Bromwich, Handsworth, 
Walsall and the major rescue 
unit from West Bromwich 
used cutting equipment to 
free a woman passenger, 
aged in her 20s, from a car. 

In April 2010, a car and 
lorry collided on the south¬ 
bound carriageway between 
junction 10 for Walsall and 
nine for Wednesbury, caus¬ 
ing delays for rush-hour 
drivers. 

In a report to Walsall 
Council, consultants said 
there have been three seri¬ 
ous or fatal accidents which 


have taken place on the 
adjacent stretch of the M6 
between 2008-12. There 
were another 91 classified as 
slight accidents. 

It stated: “The technical 
note concludes that the acci¬ 
dent record does not suggest 
any significant safety issue, 
nor any causation by the 
previous advertisements, or 
other advertisements 
nearby.” 

The application to keep 
the digital adverts in Bescot 
Crescent for five years is 
recommended for approval 
by members of the planning 
committee today. 

There have been five let¬ 
ters or emails of complaints 
from residents in Westmore 
Way, Wednesbury, claiming 
it is already too large, dis¬ 
tracting, excessively bright 
and an eyesore. 

The sign is currently 
between 30 and 35 metres 
by seven metres and are 
expected to be increased to 
12 metre, covering the 
whole area of space avail¬ 
able. 

A statement from the 
Highways Agency said: 
“Based on experience of 
smaller electronic adverts at 
other locations we und¬ 
erstand that high levels of 
LED illumination can 
impair the visibility of 
motorists.” 

David Elsworthy, council 
head of planning, said the 
determining issues are pub¬ 
lic safety and visual amenity 


Renee-Mai Bolter, nine, with the award for bravery she received after her family came under a brutal attack in their home 


A GIRL who received a bravery award 
has told how she protected her sister 
from a brutal attacker as punches 
rained down on her face and body. 
Renee-Mai Bolter feared her family 
would not get out of their Walsall home 
alive and said: “It is the most scared I 
have ever been.” 

It is a traumatic day Renee-Mai will 
never forget as she was held hostage 
with her mother and eight-month-old 
sibling for around 12 hours. Aged just 
seven at the time she managed to shield 
her sister Lexie-Mai from the male 
attacker as they were kept prisoners in 
their own home. 

Despite the terror Renee-Mai man¬ 
aged to keep calm and find her 
mother’s mobile phone which they 
were able to use to call a relative so 
they could escape. In recognition of her 
bravery on July 31 in 2011, the young¬ 
ster, now aged nine, was this month 


awarded a prestigious police honour. 

Recalling protecting her little sister she 
said: “I lay over her so she couldn’t get 
hurt while he was punching me and 
mum. 

“I was scared, I didn’t think we were 
going to get out of the house. He was 
punching me in my face and my 
tummy. I never want to go through it 
again, it is the most scared I have ever 
been.” 

Mother-of-two Katie Bolter was 
pinned to the floor and also assaulted. 

They were threatened the house would 
be set alight with petrol -which it even¬ 
tually was once they had escaped, 
destroying their home and possessions.

Manor bosses launch 


HEALTH chiefs in Walsall have 
launched a multi-million pound bid 
to run Cannock Chase Hospital - 
just weeks after officials in Wolver¬ 
hampton asked to take over the site. 

Millions would be spent on 
upgrading the hospital. Both Walsall 
and Cannock sites would continue to 
be run separately. This is in contrast 
to the rival proposals from Wolver¬ 
hampton, where patients would be 
shuttled between the two facilities. 


Walsall health bosses say that by 
investing money at the Cannock site 
they will make it more attractive for 
Staffordshire residents to go there. 

Cannock Chase Hospital is 40 per 
cent under-occupied and there has 
been a 30 per cent rise in atten¬ 
dances at Manor Hospital by 
patients from Staffordshire. 

Day case surgery, outpatient and 
diagnostics along with elective 
orthopaedics would all continue to 


rival bid for hospital 


be run at Cannock under the latest 
proposals. 

Bosses at New Cross Hospital 
have revealed they also want to run 
services in Cannock. Their bid 
would see thousands of patients 
from the city face being shuttled 10 
miles across to Cannock on free 
buses for non-emergency surgery. 

Walsall Hospitals NHS Trust 
chief executive Richard Kirby said: 
“We are not planning on moving 


services out of Walsall. We would 
own and run services within Can¬ 
nock Hospital in the same way we 
run services from Walsall Manor. 
The hospital in Cannock would need 
some millions spent on it.” 

The plans have been drafted in the 
wake of the Stafford Hospital scan¬ 
dal which has seen a £70m down¬ 
grade of services at Stafford and 
Cannock hospitals recommended by 
health watchdog Monitor. 


Club sornr for moving 
season ticket holders 


HUNDREDS of Walsall fans are being forced 
out of their seats at the Banks’s Stadium for 
the opening game of the new season 
because of a pre-booked function.

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OAPs are 
ready to 
fight for 
bus pass 

MORE than 5,000 pension¬ 
ers in Walsall have backed a 
campaign calling on the 
Government to protect their 
free bus pass. 

The town’s branch of the 
pensioner’s convention 
group are hoping to get a 
total of 20,000 to sign their 
petition. Then they plan to 
make a coach trip to London 
to personally handover the 
petition in Downing Street. 

Although the Government 
has no plans to scrap free 
bus passes, senior citizens in 
Walsall say they fear it could 
fall victim to future cuts and 
want the Government to 
realise how important the 
bus pass is to pensioners. 

Freedom 

Peter Last, chairman of 
Walsall Pensioners’ Conven¬ 
tion, said: “A lot of pension¬ 
ers see the bus pass as their 
‘freedom pass’. For many, it 
is their only way to get out 
and about in the borough, to 
meet up with friends from 
other areas. 

“I live by a bus stop and I 
look out the window at 9am 
and the bus stop is empty. 
By 9.30am there’s a queue 
of 15 to 20 pensioners every 
day.” 

Mr Last added: “The Gov¬ 
ernment has not said it is 
planning to get rid of the 
bus pass at the moment but 
in these times of austerity 
we just want to make it clear 
how pensioners feel about it. 

“I have been to several big 
meetings recently, including 
the national convention in 
Blackpool, where there has 
been a lot of interest in our 
petition. People have asked 
us for forms so they can sign 
the petition too.” 

Supporters can sign the 
petition at Pelsall Carnival 
on Saturday and Bloxwich 
Carnival on August 3. 

Death due to 
dust disease 

A WELDER of more than 20 
years died of industrial dis¬ 
ease, a coroner has ruled. 

John Henry Thomas

Muggers targeted women in spate of attacks

VICTIMS’ struggles with two robbers, who 
targeted vulnerable and elderly women, have 
been revealed. Blaine Richardson and David 
White terrorised their victims by swerving 
onto pavements in a car, leaning out of the 
window and snatching handbags. 

• December 17 - Richardson uses a false 
name when paying £260 cash for the R-Reg 
Vectra Estate used for the robberies 

• December 18 - A victim is walking at 
Hatherton Road, Cannock, when a car drives 
on to the pavement and the driver leans out 
to grab her handbag and shopping bag. She 
lost a wallet, cash and mobile phone. 

• December 19 - Victim has her bag 
Blaine Richardson grabbed by the passenger of the vehicle in a 



carbon copy attack in Ashmore Avenue, Ash¬ 
more Park. The same day another victim’s 
bag is snatched while walking to her vehicle 
at Pinfold Street, Bilston. 

• December 20 - A victim is dragged 15 
feet along Old Town Way, Pelsall, as her bag 
is stolen. Another victim manages to hang on 
to her bag when a bid is made to steal it in the 
car park at Tesco supermarket in Brownhills. 

• December 21 - Victim, aged 78, is pulled 
to the ground as her bag is grabbed while she 
walks in Mill Street, Darlaston. She lost £600 
cash and keys to her home. 

• December 23 - Victim loses £300 and a 
camera when her bag is snatched from her in 
Brookland Road, Walsall. 


• December 24 - Woman injures her head 
when her bag is yanked out of her grasp in 
Blackwood Avenue, Wednesfield. 

• December 27 - Victim has her bag with 
£60 cash inside grabbed while walking down 
Poplar Lane, Cannock. Later that day a 
woman was walking in Charles Street, West 
Bromwich, when the car drove past on the 
pavement and the passenger snatched her 
shoulder bag, throwing her to the ground. 

• December 28 - a woman with her infant 
son was in Hall Green Street, Bradley, when 
the driver grabbed at her handbag pulling her 
onto the car and ground. 

Ninety minutes later police spot the car 
and the chase begins. 


Drive-by bag snatching 
pair are put behind bars 


TWO robbers who leaned out of the window 
of a moving car to snatch the handbags from 
12 women during a 10-day crime spree in the 
Black Country have been given jail sentences 
totalling 15-and-a-half years. 


Blaine Richardson and 
David White targeted their 
victims, many of whom were 
aged in their 70s, across the 
four Black Country bor¬ 
oughs and South Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The muggers struck in 
Pelsall, Brownhills, Darlas¬ 
ton, Walsall, Sedgley, West 
Bromwich, Bradley, Can¬ 
nock, Ashmore Park and Bil¬ 
ston between December 18 
and 28 last year. 

Addicts 

The women had all been 
walking on their own, apart 
from one victim who was 
with her three-year-old 
child. 

The two drug addicts 
swerved on to the pavement 
in a £260 R-Reg Vauxhall 
Vectra estate, bought hours 
before the spate of offences 
started, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told last 
week. 

Several of the women 
were dragged to the ground 
as they fought to hang on to 
their possessions. 

None were seriously hurt 
but one said later: “I truly 
believed I was going under 
the wheels.” 

Another told officers: 
“The driver had a deter¬ 
mined and crazed look as if 
he would stop at nothing,” 
while a third confessed: 
“This has left me a nervous 
wreck. ” 

Richardson, aged 32, who 
was on licence from jail after 
a seven-year sentence for 
robbery, bought the Vectra 
estate used by him and 
White, 28, under a false 
name.

The Vectra used by the 
pair accelerated up to 70 
mph in a 40mph zone when 
spotted by police after the 
last robbery. 

It spun out of control in 
Broad Lane, Essington, 
before ramming a pursuing 
police car and racing 
through red lights. 

Its engine finally blew up 
in Perry Hall Road, Wednes¬ 
field, where police needed 
CS spray to subdue driver 
Richardson and dragged 
White out of the vehicle 
through a passenger window 
smashed with police batons. 

Much of the stolen prop¬ 
erty was either handed in 
after being found dumped in 
the road or recovered from 
the robbers. 

Richardson, of no fixed 
address, admitted conspir¬ 
acy to rob, dangerous driv¬ 
ing, possession of heroin and 
driving while disqualified. 
He was jailed for eight-and- 
a-half years with an 
extended five-year period of 
licence on release. 

White, also without a 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to rob on the 
basis he was involved in 11 
of the crimes, and was sent 
to prison for seven years. 

Judge John Warner told 
the pair: “You deliberately 
and cynically targeted 
women in a very serious 
sequence of offences. 

“It was pure luck nobody 
suffered serious physical 
injury because they were 
robbed in an extremely dan¬ 
gerous way.”

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THE committee on Climate 
Change’s annual progress 
report - admit it, it's your 
favourite bit of bedtime reading, 
isn't it? - paints a gloomy picture 
for the next decade. 

It warns that without strong 
measures, the UK will miss its 
climate change targets for 2017 
to 2027.

Now what happened to that 
Mediterranean summer they 
promised us? 

A GROUP of youngsters at 
Short Heath Junior School in 
Willenhall have been appointed 
as the Black Country's first 
'junior PCSOs'. 

But if you think this sounds 
like a revival of the old police 
cadets, which taught teenagers 
discipline and respect as well as 
providing a useful support 
network to the regular police, 
you might be a little surprised to 
hear what these children are 
being asked to do. 

The junior PCSOs will be 
going out with clipboards and 
high visibility vests (what else?) 
targeting motorists and pointing 
out the error of their ways. They 
will be encouraged to issue 
special parking tickets, with a 
fixed penalty notice being 
issued by a full-time officer for 
the third offence. 

No doubt the idea is that 
errant motorists will be more 
receptive to advice about bad 
parking from a young child than 
a uniformed adult, and it is good 
that these youngsters want to 
put something back into their 
community. 

Yet there is still something dis¬ 
tinctly uncomfortable about the 
idea of young children repri¬ 
manding their friends’ parents 
for breaches of parking regula¬ 
tions. 

Last month the Girl Guides 
were told they will no longer 
pledge loyalty to God and their 
country. Now we hear small chil¬ 
dren are being employed as 
junior traffic wardens. 

Sometimes there is a very fine 
line between teaching good citi¬ 
zenship and indoctrination. I am 
not sure which side of the line 
this latest initiative falls under. 

HEALTH minister Anna 
Soubry warns about the 
dangers of eating too much junk 
food, saying that a generation of 
children is being condemned to 
suffer from health problems in 
future because of poor diet. She 
says families need to be edu¬ 
cated about the need for regular 
mealtimes and a healthy bal¬ 
anced diet. 

It's good to seethe Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has taken all 
this on board.

Helping celebrate 
history of learning

The city’s university is 21 
years old but its history 
goes back much further, as 
TOM MASON finds out 


THE University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton has taken a look back at its 
history over almost 200 years 
as part of the celebrations that 
led to it being granted univer¬ 
sity status 21 years ago. 

Former and current students and lec¬ 
tures gathered at the City Campus’ state- 
of-the-art Learning Centre, off Wulfruna 
Street, to mark the transition from a 
polytechnic. 

Since first being established as the 
Wolverhampton Mechanics and Institute 
and Library in 1827, the school has gone 
through hundreds of changes and expan¬ 
sions and seen more than 200,000 under¬ 
graduates come through its doors. 

The first big change came at the begin¬ 
ning of the 20th century when it took 
over the running of Dudley Teacher 
Training College and the Municipal 
School of Arts and Crafts. 

It would then evolve into Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Staffordshire Technical College, 
where it would work closely with local 
industry to keep itself at the forefront of 
the latest technologies . 

On June 17. 1992 it became the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton, shedding of its 
polytechnic status and opened up it’s 
doors to a more diverse range of subjects. 

One person who saw it during some of 
its changes was 84-year-old Sheila 
Holgate-Wright, the university’s oldest 
surviving graduate, who in 1944, aged 15 
arrived at the technical college to study 
science. 

She needed a job, preferably one in a 
laboratory, but to get there she decided to 
study physics, chemistry and mathemat¬ 
ics at what was then the technical college. 

“It’s completely changed since I was 
here, none of these newer buildings 


existed just the main entrance - but it’s 
nice being back,” she said. 

Working in the day with local indus¬ 
try, she would spend just one day a week 
and most evenings studying at the 
college in order to attain her qualifica¬ 
tions and a place in the history books as 
the first female metallurgy graduate the 
university had ever had. 

Important 

It was during her time in Wolver¬ 
hampton that she met her late husband, 
Tony, who was born in Wolverhampton 
and taught in a number of local schools. 

“I loved it here, it’s been so important 
in my life, it gave me all my qualifica¬ 


tions that I needed for the working 
world,” said the grandmother of six. 

“It’s also nice knowing that the her¬ 
itage is being kept alive and that the 
education for students remains very 
good.” 

She continued to work in the metal¬ 
lurgy industry, starting at local firm 
Zinc Alloy Rust Proofing and ending up 
as a fellow of the British Institute of 
Metallurgy, contributing technical 
papers and heading her own research 
team. During this time she had two chil¬ 
dren before eventually ending up at her 
current home in Shoreham-on-Sea, 
Sussex. 


Vice Chancellor Professor Geoff Layer 
said: “Sheila is a classic example of what 
this university is all about. 

“It’s amazing to see some of the people 
who have contributed so much and have 
brilliant experiences of being part of our 
community. 

“This university continues to provide 
a place for students from disadvantaged 
backgrounds and is proud of its past.” 

To celebrate its 21st year, a book enti¬ 
tled Opening Doors in the Heartland: 
The History of Wolverhampton Univer¬ 
sity was launched at the event. 

It chronicles the institution^ past was 
written by a former Phd student Lib 
Meakin and current business lecturer, 
Professor Mike Haynes. 

Prof Haynes began working at the uni¬ 
versity in 1975, he said: “I think the uni¬ 
versity’s success relies upon the 
commitment of all its staff and stu¬ 
dents.” 

The book looks not only at the stu¬ 
dents and academics, but also those 
behind the scenes, from the catering 
staff to the security guards, whose role in 
keeping the facilities open is often over¬ 
looked. 

Homesick 

The author said he had spoken to a lot 
of the-behind-the-scene staff but his 
favourite story was off a security guard 
who found a new student crying in a 
hallway on her own. 

He said: “She was on her own and 
quite homesick, he took time out to make 
her a cup of tea and have a chat, that says 
a lot about the staff at this university.” 

The university has also staged celebra¬ 
tions at two of its other campuses. 

At Walsall last month it held a family 
fun day attended by more than 1,500 
people and an event celebrating enter¬ 
prise for the business community was 
held at its Telford Innovation Campus. 

Three sculptures were also commis¬ 
sioned from students of the university’s 
School of Art and Design, which have 
gone on display at the three campuses.

Saddlemakers caught up 
in fantastic tornado tale

IT MAY have happened thou¬ 
sands of miles away but a 
Walsall saddlemakers has 
been caught up in a incredible 
story from the devastating 
tornado which hit Oklahoma. 

Jim Miller, from Harrah in the US 
state lost his home, his barn, his truck 
and two horses to the tornado however, 
amid the carnage the pensioner found 
his saddle stuck up in a tree a mile 
away from his home three days after 
the tornado struck. 

The saddle had been picked up and 
carried by the tornado on May 19 
before it dropped into the tree. 

Mr Miller moved from Missouri to 
Oklahoma to be nearer his family, 
including two children and six grand¬ 
children. 

He had been in his new home for less 
than a month before disaster struck 
and he lost everything. 

He is now in the process of rebuild¬ 
ing his life and finding somewhere new 


to live. Mr Miller has also contacted 
Ryder Saddles Walsall to tell them the 
extraordinary tale and asked if there 
was any way the saddle could be fixed. 

Although the original is beyond total 
repair, Ryder’s owner Glen Farnell has 
promised to make Mr Miller a new 
saddle for free. 

Retired horse trainer Mr Miller said 
he felt blessed he had found his saddle - 
despite the devastation that has seen 
him lose his home. 

Insurance 

The 69-year-old said: “I lost every¬ 
thing in that tornado and I didn’t have 
any insurance because I’d only just 
moved in. 

“I was at home at the time. We heard 
on the news that there was a tornado 
heading our way. 

“I went out to the barn to let my 
horses free so they could have a chance 
to run away from it. Sadly I lost two of 
them. Three days after the tornado I 
walked and walked to try and find any 
of my possessions. 


“I then saw my saddle up in the tree. 

“It’s wonderful that I found the 
saddle and a beautiful gesture that 
Glen is going to replace it for me for 
free.” 

Mr Farnell, who runs his business in 
Navigation Street with wife Suzanne, 
55, said the new saddle would be ready 
in the next few weeks. 

Mr Farnell, aged 56, said: “We made 
the saddle for this guy about 12 months 
ago and sent it over to America. 

“We heard about the tornado on the 
TV, then we had the phone call to say 
the saddle had been damaged in the 
tornado. 

“We couldn’t believe it when we 
heard the saddle had been carried for a 
mile and was found up in a tree.” 

Mr Farnell added: “This guy lost 
everything in that tornado, his home, 
barn and his horses. The least I could 
do was make him a new saddle. 

“The one that was found up in the 
tree was wrecked but it was still in one 
piece.”

A CONTROVERSIAL social care 
charging system brought into 
force in Walsall two years ago is 
under review. 

The benefits-based charging system, 
which sees residents hand over a percentage 
of their allowances to pay for their care, is 
being looked at. 

Benefits-based charging was introduced 
in April 2011 and left people who received 
day and domiciliary care facing weekly 
charges of up to £89.35. 

Council social care bosses launched their 
biggest ever consultation on plans to switch 
to the benefits-based charges, which was 
predicted to bring in £2 million a year. 

Those receiving disability living 
allowance or attendance allowance now 
have to hand over half of this, while anyone 
claiming the severe disability premium has 
to give 100 per cent of it. 

Before that, the charges were based on an 
individual assessment. But John Bolton, 
interim director of social care, said the 
system was now under review. 

“We are going to do a review of the charg¬ 
ing system in Walsall,” he said. “We have 
had representation from various people and 
want to have a look at its application, in the 
light of recent Government guidance as 
well.” 

Mr Bolton told the borough’s social care 
panel about the review during a meeting 
last week. The review also follows changes 
to the national benefits system. It comes as 
it was revealed an action group has been set 
up in Walsall against the Government’s con¬ 
troversial so-called bedroom tax.

A BANK clerk in Walsall who 
stole almost £93,000 by setting 
up 51 fake accounts to fund his 
‘spiralling’ gambling habit has 
been jailed for 20 months. 

Scott Worrall, aged 34, who worked at 
Santander in the town, even set up 
accounts in the name of the best man at his 
wedding, which he used to steal more than 
£55,000. 

He used the accounts during a two-year 
scam to get £92,727 in overdrafts, much of 
which he gambled or used to pay off his 
debts, a court heard. 

Genuine customers’ names and 
addresses were put on some accounts, 
while others were false, Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting, told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Threatened 

When the bank launched an investiga¬ 
tion and tried to call some of the apparent 
account holders, they got through to 
Chinese takeaways and restaurants. 

Worrall, ag;ed 34, of Raeburn Road, Great 
Barr, told police he was being threatened by 
Chinese gamblers to whom he owed cash - 
and his defence solicitor Mr Lee Masters 
said his claim was not without merit. 

But Mr Searle said the fraud began 
‘before there was any involvement from the 
gambling fraternity’. 

Worrall had only been working at the 
branch as a personal banking adviser for 
two months when the scam began. 

Part of his job was to open bank accounts, 
and he set up scores with an overdraft of 
£2,000, creating unauthorised credit which 
was then accessed through cash with¬ 
drawals from July 2007 to September 2009. 

The court heard he spent £20,000 
through online betting, and also made 100 
transfers from one false account to another 
between February 2008 and July 2009. 

Mr Masters said his client’s addiction to 
gambling had ‘spiralled out of control’ but 
said he was now being helped. 

Judge Helen Hughes sentenced him to 20 
months in prison. 

Worrall pleaded guilty to fraud on the 
basis that he did not receive all of the 
money that the bank lost. 

There will now be a proceeds of crime 
hearing after inquiries tinto Worrall’s 
financial affairs to see if he has assets that 
can be realised in order to reimburse the 
bank. 


HIGH satisfaction among residents 
in Walsall has led to two of the 
town’s tenant-led management 
groups winning housing prizes.

Sandbank won the Outstanding 
Housing Management Performance 
award after an independent survey 
found 99 per cent of residents were 
satisfied with overall service pro¬ 
vided. The survey showed residents 
of the 253 high-rise properties in 
Sandbank were happy with the time 
it took to repair and maintain their 
properties and how any anti-social 
behaviour was dealt with. 

Burrowes Street TMO picked up 
the Outstanding Work with Young 
People award for helping youngsters 
over two years as part of the Launch 
into Further Training Project (Lift). 

Working with Walsall Education 
Development Service, the group pro¬ 
vided work experience for five students 
with the estate manager, administra¬ 
tor, plumber and electrician. 


Rob Pritchard, Walsall Lift 
Project Manager for the Education 
Development Service, said: “Bur¬ 
rowes Street TMO has been a great 
support to many of our learners 
attending the Brownhills, Grace 
Academy and Alumwell schools. 

“Students in their work place¬ 
ments at Burrowes Street have been 
inspired to pursue certain trades 
associated with the construction 
industry.” 

Proud 

The groups are both part of 
Watmos Housing Association, 
formed 10 years ago by residents of 
eight estates in Walsall. 

It is the only UK registered 
housing association where residents 
make up the majority of the govern¬ 
ing board. 

Marje Bridle, Learning and Devel¬ 
opment Officer at Watmos, said she 
was very proud of the recent success. 

“It is wonderful their achieve¬ 
ments and contributions to the 
Walsall community have been recog¬ 
nised by the national body for tenant 
management organisations,” she 
said.

Demolition of shops is 
long overdue, says boss 



Museum curator Mike Glasson is leading quarter-century celebrations 


OBSCURE treasures from the 
town’s leather making past have 
gone on show to mark the anniver¬ 
sary of the popular attraction. 

Sports memorabilia, a World War 
Two pilots helmet, a horse bit for a 
horse belonging to King Charles I’s 
nephew and a hat worn by Pink 
Floyd drummer Nick Mason are 
some of items on display at Walsall 
Leather Museum. 

Heritage 

The exhibition has been created 
to celebrate the Littleton Street 
West mueum’s 25th anniversary 
and saw them scouring the archives 
to find some rarely seen items from 
the town’s industrial heritage. 

Mike Glasson has been the 


museum’s curator since it opened 
on June 10, 1988. He said: “From 
the outset we wanted the museum 
to reflect the importance of the 
leather trade in Walsall and cele¬ 
brate its achievements. 

“Over the years Walsall has pro¬ 
duced world class leather products 
for a variety of markets and people, 
including members of the Royal 
family, and I think sometimes 
people do not appreciate the town’s 
involvement. 

“The museum's collection has 
grown significantly and for this 
exhibition we’ve trawled through 
the stores to find lots of items which 
have not been on show for ages.” 

The exhibition will run until 
November 2. 


DEMOLITION of dilapidated 
buildings which will pave the way 
for redevelopment of Walsall 
town centre has been a ‘long time 
coming,’ according to the town’s 
regeneration chief. 

A row of derelict shops, near to the iconic 
former Boak leatherworks which was 
destroyed during a blaze last year, will be 
pulled down under plans lodged with Walsall 
Council. 

It will open up a larger parcel of land in 
Station Street for regeneration. The iconic 
grade Il-listed Boak building was demol¬ 
ished following the huge fire last July. 

It affected all six floors of the derelict 
building, which was used as a jeans factory 
until around 2006. There was planning per¬ 
mission for it to be converted into 31 flats. 

Walsall regeneration chief, councillor 
Adrian Andrew, said: “It is a long time 
coming. It was unfortunate the Boak build¬ 
ing was allowed to become derelict and 
extremely unfortunate the building was 
damaged so much by fire it had to be demol¬ 
ished. 

Building 

“We want to see some real regeneration in 
the area that is comprehensive. 

“We have lost an icon, what I would like to 
see is another iconic building for Walsall.” 

The planning application seeking demoli¬ 
tion states: “The listed grade II ‘Boakbuilld- 
ing’ to the southern boundary of the site was 
fire damaged in July 2012 and consequently 
has been demolished. 

“To the northern boundary of the site is 8- 
13 Station Street of buildings which have 
been vacant for a number of years are in a 
state of disrepair 

“The proposals are to demolish the 
remaining buildings 8-13 and clear the 
whole of the site. 

“Currently the owners do not have any 
clear proposals to redevelop the site as they 
are in the process of instructing a planning 
consultant do prepare a feasibility report of 
the type of use in demand within the area.”

Silver Bullet missed Its target 


IT WAS sleek. It was shiny. And it was very 
fast. But not, as it turned out, nearly fast 
enough. 

The Silver Bullet was the pride of the workforce who 
created her, a powerful 4,000 horsepower beast engi¬ 
neered and crafted with one aim in mind - to set a new 
land speed record. It really looked the business as this 
mechanical marvel was unveiled to the public for the 
first time on February 21, 1930. 

For the avoidance of doubt about where the credit 
might lie, the words “Designed & Built by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co. Ltd, Wolverhampton, England,” were 
emblazoned on the side. On the nose were two crossed 
flags - the Stars and Stripes, and the Union Jack, reflect¬ 
ing the fact that this was a British record attempt which 
would take place in the United States. 

According to the internet, photos of the Silver Bullet 
are rare. But the Chronicle’s sister paper,the Express & 
Star, has rediscovered a clutch of original prints in its 
archives, some of which may not have been seen for more 
than 80 years - if ever. The pictures also capture the 
process of readying the Silver Bullet for its long journey 
to Daytona Beach in Florida. 

Star turn at the unveiling was Kaye Don, the intrepid 
driver who would be taking to the cockpit in an attempt 
to recapture the land speed record for Sunbeam. Sir

Henry Segrave had reached 231mph in 1929 - breaking 
the 1927 record of 203mph set by the Sunbeam 1000HI? 
nicknamed The Slug. The Silver Bullet travelled in a 
specially constructed reinforced case measuring 31ft by 
7ft by 6ft, and weighing about three tons which, with the 
4.5 tons of the car, took the total weight over seven tons. 

The packing kept a party of eight or 10 men fully occu¬ 
pied for about three hours on the evening of Saturday, 
February 22. Loading the crate on to a 12-ton, six 
wheeled lorry to take it to Southampton, took a further 
hour or so on the Sunday. 

Problems 

The Silver Bullet finally left the works on the Monday, 
to be shipped to New York during that week on the liner 
Berengaria, together with Kaye Don and a team of 
picked mechanics from the Sunbeam experimental and 
racing department. 

Arriving in mid-March at Daytona Beach, all was 
ready to bring home the glory to Wolverhampton, where 
the town was closely following the record bid. 

Immediately there were a host of problems. There was 
trouble with the car’s supercharger. The beach also 
roved to be very bumpy and Don was seen being 
ounced and bobbed about in the cockpit ‘like a jack-in- 


a-box’. And the weather was bad. On three early runs, 
Don only made lOlmph. He needed to be able to double 
that - and more. There were rumours about friction 
developing in the camp, and of a conference between 
Don and the designer, Mr Louis Coatalen ‘during which 
both parties displayed some heat’. 

On March 21, Don said: “The weather conditions have 
been awful. It has rained practically every day I have 
been here. It seems that conditions have been all against 
us, but I am still more than hopeful. Believe me, I am 
going to break that record. The Silver Bullet is every¬ 
thing I could ask for. The sands have been the trouble. ” 

Gamely they battled on, making adjustments, tack¬ 
ling technical snags, but not able to do anything about 
the beach conditions, which were so bad that Don was in 
danger of being pitched out of the cockpit. 

On April 10, it was all over. After a series of runs, Kaye 
Don abandoned his attempt. In a first trial run, the car 
bounced perilously as it passed over sand ridges, but 
reached 182.741mph over the measured mile. 

A few changes, and a second run, down to 155.44mph. 
Further supercharger adjustments. This time, the 
Silver Bullet reached just 108mph. The game was up. 

And the Silver Bullet? It was not destined to end up 
shiny and polished in a museum or motoring display. It 
was sold on and eventually scrapped.

You can appreciate the wealth of 
archaeological relics at the Jorvik Viking Centre in Coppergate. You 
may also wish to visit the castle, one of a number of medieval churches, 
take a sightseeing tour or stop off at the National Railway Museum. 
Alternatively stay on the train for a little longer and break in Durham, 
home to some of the finest buildings in England including its UNESCO 
listed cathedral and a castle.

Pick of the Week 


Mapping the chances of 
finding Keith's remains 


I t’s half a century since they first 
struck, but the names Ian Brady 
and Myra Hindley still send a 
shiver down the spine. 

Perhaps they always will. After all, 
their crimes shook the nation, and 
reading about them now, all these 
decades later, is still chilling. 

Brady and Hindley were lovers 
when they carried out the notorious 
Moors Murders between July 1963 
and October 1965, during which time 
they killed five children ranging in 
age from 10 to 17; at least four of 
their victims were also sexually 
assaulted. 

The murders were described to be 
a result of a “concatenation of 
circumstance” by Malcolm 
MacCulloch, professor of forensic 
psychiatry at Cardiff University, who 
described the killers as “a young 
woman with a tough personality, 
taught to hand out and receive 
violence from an early age” and a 
“sexually sadistic psychopath’.’ 

Initially Hindley and Brady were 
convicted of three murders (those 
of Edward Evans, Lesley Anne _ 


Downey and John Kilbride), but 
later confessed to also killing 
Pauline Reade and Keith Bennett; 
Pauline’s body was later found on 
Saddleworth Moor, close to the 
graves of their other victims - but the 
whereabouts of Keith’s remains are 
still unknown, despite several 
searches of the area. 

Hindley took the secret of his 
resting place to her own grave - 
she died in 2002 at the age of 
60. But many believe that Brady 
knows exactly where he is, but 
refuses to tell anybody; Keith’s 
mother Winnie died in 2012 without 
ever finding out. 

However, with Brady back in the 
news recently following a hearing in 
which he attempted to secure a move 
from the high-security Ashworth 
Hospital to a regular prison, the 
search for the 12-year-old is back in 
the spotlight. 

Journalist and documentary-maker 
Duncan Staff is behind this chilling 
and, at times, moving documentary 
about the Moors Murders, which 
focuses predominantly on where 
Keith’s body may be. _ 


Staff had access to many of 
Hindley’s papers following her death, 
and claims that photographs taken 
by the duo were often ‘grave markers; 
i.e. they took them on the spot where 
they buried their victims. He also 
believes a selection shot at a 
Staffordshire beauty spot called 
Ramshaw Rocks could reveal where 
Keith might be found. 

This is not the first time Staff has 
put forward this theory - it also 
features in his book The Lost Boy, but 
perhaps this time, greater exposure 
gained via TV will prompt the police 
to take a closer look at the area. 

Staff describes the documentary 
as: “a look at the relationship 
between Hindley and Brady during 
the murders and their manipulation 
of evidence. I think it will raise one or 
two important questions about the 
investigations which have yet to be 
solved.” 

Let’s hope for the sake of the 
remaining members of Keith’s family 
that proves to be the case, but 
whatever happens, it seems that 
Brady and Hindley - and their terrible 
crimes - will never be forgotten. _

The Apprentice: The Final Five

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Qtroen's 
concept 
coupe is 
a winner 

OF THE Citroen DS-line model trio, the DS3 
has been the runaway success, but recent 
updates to both the DS5 executive saloon and 
this, the DS4 coupe-crossover, have meant 
that sales for those have picked up too. 


Maybe the DS4 concept 
was a little too ‘out there’ for 
some people. Neither a 
proper crossover like the 
class-leading Nissan 

Qashqai nor a proper coupe 
like the old three-door 
sporty C4 could claim to be, 
the DS4 has been left some¬ 
what out on a limb. 

But what a difference a 
little time spent with it 
makes, because under the 
DS4’s skin there’s a brilliant 
car. 

In fairness there’s a bril¬ 
liant-looking car on the 
outside, too. 

It’s striking; sitting 
noticeably higher than a 
typical hatchback but with 
arguably Citroen’s finest 
styling smothered all over it. 
Wien you look at it there 
isn’t a bad angle on the 
thing. 

As well as five doors you 
get a good size and evenly- 
shaped boot, albeit with no 
spare wheel underneath. 
Visibility backwards over it 
from the driver’s seat is 
hardly perfect thanks to the 
sleek coupe-like lines 
cutting down on the quan¬ 
tity of glass, but you can’t 
have everything. 

Pressure 

The updates on this model 
are pretty significant. It has 
a new six-speed automatic 
gearbox connected to the 
more familiar HDi 160 2.0- 
litre diesel engine, making 
it, on paper at least, the most 
relaxed DS4 you can buy. 

The gearbox has two 
modes: Drive and Sport. The 
difference is simply that 
Sport holds onto gears for 
longer than Drive - shifts 
aren’t noticeably any faster 
and it’s only marginally 
keener to kick down. The 
secret is that whatever your 
aim, Drive is the best mode 
to be in. 

It changes up nice and 
early under light throttle 
pressure, displaying the sort 
of seamless, genteel preci¬ 
sion you expect only in much 
more expensive cars. 

But push the pedal harder 
and the gearbox tends to 
stay in the perfect gear to 
ride the wave of torque from 
the creamy-smooth engine, 
making surprisingly rapid 
progress possible at the drop 
of a hat. 

It’s clever, too, holding the 
gear you’re in if you head 
downhill and lift off the 
throttle, even if the revs rise 
as gravity pulls the car ever 
faster. 

This keeps engine braking 
higher and increases safety. 

The one imperfection is 
the sixth ratio’s gearing. 
While the lower gears are 



quite tall to keep revs low 
and fuel consumption down, 
sixth sits at over 2,000rpm 
at 70mph - which is too high 
for this car. 

The drivetrain could 
easily handle a taller ratio to 
bring that down to l,700rpm 
or so. 

There are other niggles on 
this DSport range-topping 
model, like stunning but 
incredibly vulnerable 
wheels that absolutely 
shouldn’t be taken near any¬ 
thing resembling a kerb. 

The electronic hand¬ 
brake, like every other of its 
type, is slow to operate and 
when you’re doing lots of 
short trips on the same day it 
gets wearing. 

Incredible 

However, back on the rosy 
side of the fence and the 
DS4’s brakes are incredible. 
Wide tyres are partly to 
thank for offering a large 
contact patch, but the way 
the car shrugs off speed in an 
emergency stop scenario is 
staggering. 

Those tyres also create 
lots of lateral grip and, com¬ 
bined with a surprisingly 
flat cornering attitude, the 
DS4 can tackle bends as 
quickly and safely as most 
other things on the road. 

The ride is firm but well 
controlled for the most part. 
It’s only when hitting 
sharper bumps that the 
excess of compression 
damping shows up and 
sends a bigger bump 
through the cabin. 

But for the most part it’s a 
lovely cabin to sit in. Stylish 
seats unlike any others out 
there are more comfortable 
than they look. 

The interior styling is also 
especially fresh and differ¬ 
ent without being impracti¬ 
cal, although the digital rev 
counter, which works in 
blocks of 250rpm, isn’t 
precise enough for my 
tastes. The materials are 
solid, though, and a big step 
up from Citroen’s non-DS 
cars. The whole package 
feels substantial and well 
made. 

I came away from my time 
with this new DS4 variant 
massively impressed and 
particularly with the 
gearbox. It’s one of the best 
automatic diesel cars I’ve 
driven in years.

OLYMPIC hero Mo Farah returned to winning 
ways to thrill fans in Birmingham with a 
5,000m Diamond League victory. 

The double gold-medallist from London 2012 headed a 
host of Olympic champions competing in a world-class field 
at Alexander Stadium in the Sainsbury’s Grand Prix. 

And the 30-year-old, who has suffered mixed form so far 
in 2013, beat most of his main rivals for world championship 
gold in Moscow next month. He held off the fastest two men 


in the world this year - 
Ethiopia’s Hagos Gebrhiwet 
and Yenew Alamirew - with 
a trademark sprint finish. 

But Farah, who clocked 
13min 14.24sec, expects his 
rivals from Ethiopia and 
Kenya to draw up a different 
gameplan to beat him in 
Russia in August. 

He said: “These guys will 
go away and know they tried 
to race me on the last lap. 

“They now know they 
don’t want to leave it to the 
last lap, so they will probably 
sacrifice someone to go hard 
somewhere else. 

“That race was tough. 
Everybody was there, all the 
Ethiopians, all the Kenyans 
and the guy with the world 
lead so for me it was impor¬ 
tant to race against these 
guys. 

Happy 

“I could have had an easy 
race - but I didn’t want to 
have an easy race, I wanted 
to test myself. 

“I am really happy that I 
won because it came down to 
the last 150m. It gives you 
confidence.” 

Farah’s fellow London 
2012 champion Greg 
Rutherford could manage 
only second in the long jump 
with 8.11m - 16cm short of 
in-form Russian Aleksandr 
Menkov but 14cm ahead of 
fellow Brit Chris Tomlinson 
in third. 

Rutherford said: “I would¬ 
n’t say I’m pleased, because 
I’m never pleased if I’m not 
winning. But it was better

and I’m starting to feel in 
the groove of the jump a 
little bit more, which is 
something I talked about 
last week. 

“To finish second this 
time against a quality field is 
good and it bodes well for the 
world championship. 

“Menkov is in great shape 
at the moment and in a fan¬ 
tastic groove and jumping 
really well - but there’s no 
reason why he’s not beatable 
and that’s the aim.” 

Birmingham-based 
Olympic bronze-medallist 
Robbie Grabarz cleared a 
season’s best 2.31m in the 
high jump but had to settle 
for third place behind 
Ukraine’s Bohdan Bon¬ 
darenko (2.36m). 

There were impressive 
home wins, however, for 
Britons Perri Shakes- 
Drayton in the 400m 
hurdles and Christine Ohu- 
ruogu in the 400m. 

And British sprinter 
James Dasaolu ran a per¬ 
sonal best of 10.03sec to be 
second in the 100m behind 
Jamaica’s Nesta Carter 
(9.99sec). 

Blessing Okagbare of 
Nigeria beat Jamaican star 
Shelley-Ann Fraser Pryce 
into second place in the 
women’s 200m. 

And world record holder 
and Olympic champion 
Aries Merritt lost to Ryan 
Brathwaite of Barbados in 
the 110m hurdles.
